Blues  climax  undefeated  season 
by  winning  CIAU  championship 


A  Basketball  Dynasty  may 
have  been  born  this  month  in 
Winnipeg. 

The  Basketball  Blues 
climaxed  a  truly  spectacular 
season  by  winning  their  first 
CIAU  national  title  thanks  to  a 
68-63  victory  over  defending 
champion  Victoria  Vikettes. 
The  victory  completed  a 
memorable  season  in  which  the 
Blues  posted  a  30-0  record 
against  Canadian  university 
opponents  and  in  the  process 


won  five  invitational 
tournaments  plus  their  third 
consecutive  Ontario  league 
title. 

"I  knew  last  fall  at  training 
camp  that  we  would  be  very 
good,  because  the  players  were 
in  great  shape  and  had  worked 
all  summer  to  improve  their 
skills,"  says  head  coach  Michele 
Belanger.  "Winning  all  the 
tournaments  generated  a  lot  of 
confidence,  but  the  undefeated 
season  was  a  surprise."

Pal  Melville  named  CIAU  Player  of  the  Year 
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Solid  team  effort  gives  Blues  national  title 


The  crowning  victory,  and 
Blues  6th  playoff  win  in  a 
hectic  10-day  stretch,  came 
against  a  former  teammate,  as 
Belanger  and  Victoria's  Kathy 
Shields  both  played  on  a 
national  champion  at 
Laurentian.  Ironically,  four 
years  ago  a  very  green  Varsity 
team  had  faced  Victoria  in 
Blues  firct  appearance  at  a 
national  t  lrnament,  and  were 
decisively  eaten  by  50  points. 
This  year,  'lues  won  by  five. 

"That  difference  of  55 
points  in  just  four  years  is  a 
fair  indication  of  how  hard  we 
have  worked,  how  much  we 
have  improved,"  says  Belanger, 
"because  Victoria  hasn't  slipped 
at  all  since  1982."  Vikettes 
have  won  four  national  titles  in 
the  past  six  years. 

As  has  been  the  case  all 
season,  graduating  All- 
Canadians  Pat  Melville  and 
Angela  Orton  played  a  key  roles 
in  Blues  championship.  Orton, 
the  aggressive  5'11"  forward 
from  Scarborough,  scored  64 
points,  grabbed  32  rebounds  and 
was  named  the  MVP  in  the 
championship  tournament. 
Melville,  the  versatile  5'11" 
swing  player  from  Belanger's 
hometown  of  Timmins,  added 
59  points  and  21  rebounds  to 
vindicate  her  selection  as  the 
nation's  outstanding  player  this 
season. 

"Angela  and  Pat  went  out 
as  true  champions  with  a 
national  title  and  numerous 
other  awards  to  their  credit," 
Belanger  says.  "We  are  sad  to 
see  them  leave  but  what  they 
have  done  for  our  program  will 
never  be  forgotten.  Our 
challenge  next  season  will  be 
to  maintain  the  level  of 
excellence  they  have  achieved."

selection  as  the  outstanding 
player  in  the  CIAU 
championship  game.  "Theresa 
is  an  excellent  defensive  player 
and  she  runs  our  offense  with 
great  calmness  and  skill  no 
matter  how  intense  the 
pressure  on  the  court," 
comments  Belanger. 

Sophomore  guard  Mary  Anne 
Kowal  played  almost  flawlessly 
in  both  the  OWIAA  and  CIAU 
tournaments  as  her  accurate 
outside  shooting  destroyed 
opposition  zone  defenses. 

Belanger  is  also  looking 
forward  to  the  return  next 
season  of  veteran  Peggy 
Bluementhal,  one  of  the 
nation's  best  outside^shooters, 
who  will  be  working  to  improve 
her  inside  game.  '1  expect 
some  new  things  from  Peggy," 
says  the  coach,  "and  she  should 
work  her  way  back  to  another 
All-Star  selection." 

Every  tournament  produces 
its  unexpected  star,  and  for  the 
Blues  in  Winnipeg  it  was  Sandy 
Clubb,  a  5'1"  forward  who  came 
off  the  bench  early  in  the  final 
game  and  promptly  neutralized 
Victoria's  supposedly 

unstoppable  height  advantage. 
"It  was  a  great  performance," 
says  Belanger,  "and  I  think  it's 
a  sign  of  what's  to  come  if 
Sandy  responds  to  the  challenge 
to  play  consistently  at  that 
same  high  level  next  season." 

Belanger  also  had  lavish 
praise  for  her  reserve  players 
—  Samantha  Reed,  Lynn 
Schulze,  Anne-Marie  Bottineau, 
Anna  Brozic,  Juliane  Sandrin 
and  Nicki  Berswick.  "They 
pushed  the  starters  hard  in 
games  and  practices,  were 
always  supportive  and 
dedicated,  and  were  ready  to 
play  when  needed  and  then 
played  very  well." 

And  what  will  the  Blues  do 
for  an  encore?  An  easy 
question  for  Belanger:  "The 
first  victory  party  was  great, 
but  next  year  the  second  will 
be  even  better."

Regardless  of  what  happens 
in  the  national  playdowns,  the 
men's  Basketball  Blues  can  be 
proud  of  the  way  they  climaxed 
their  Ontario  campaign  last 
weekend  at  York's  Tait 
McKenzie  gym. 

The  third-place  Blues  upset 
second-place  Laurentian  in  the 
East  Division  semi-final  84-81 
in  a  thrilling  double-overtime 
contest.  Then,  U  of  T  came 
within  a  whisker  of  shocking 
the  undefeated  York  Yeomen, 
finally  losing  67-63.  Without  a 
doubt,  the  Varsity  Blues  played 
as  well  as  they  have  all  season. 
If  not  for  a  few  untimely 
mistakes,  U  of  T  would  have 
ended  the  Yeomen's  streak  of 
nine  consecutive  division 
championships. 

Blues  efforts  have  been 
rewarded  by  a  spot  in  the  CIAU 
Tournament.  This  weekend 
Varsity  travels  to  Saskatoon  for 
the  Mid-West  Regional  and  will 
face  number-one  ranked 
Manitoba  Bisons  on  Friday 
night. 

The  other  pairing  sees 
Dalhousie  meet  host 
Saskatchewan.  The  winner  of 
Saturday's  final  qualifies  for 
the  CIAU  Final  Four  March  14- 
15  in  Halifax.

In  the  final,  the  Blues 
played  an  intelligent  and 
courageous  forty  minutes 
against  a  superior  Yeomen 
team  who  had  won  fifteen 
straight  league  games  in  one¬ 
sided  fashion.  Varsity  had  been 
crushed  by  York  91-68  during 
the  season  in  the  same  gym. 
By  slowing  the  game  down  and 
patiently  waiting  for  the  right 
shot  from  the  beginning,  Blues 
stayed  within  striking  distance 
of  their  city  rivals  through  the 
first  twenty  minutes,  trailing 
39-32  at  intermission. 

The  second  half  turned  into 
an  agonizingly  tense  affair. 
With  the  score  at  48-42  for 
York,  the  Yeomen  went  ice 
cold  and  didn't  score  for  five 
minutes.  The  Blues  surged  into 
a  five-point  lead  with  only  a 
few  minutes  remaining.  What 
looked  like  a  potentially 
astounding  upset  was  narrowly 
averted  by  York,  however,  who 
called  upon  the  skill  and 
experience  they  have  built  a 
dynasty  on  to  qualify  for  the 
Ontario  championship  for  ^he 
ninth  straight  year. 

In  retrospect,  this  season 
has  been  everything  and 
anything  except  boring  for  the 
Varsity  Blues.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  there  was  reason 
to  believe  that  this  would 
finally  be  the  year  that  we 
could  upend  York.  And  at  the 
end,  this  was  almost  exactly 
what  happened.  In  between, 
however,  the  team  had  to 
struggle  with  many  forms  of 
adversity,  which  put  them  in  a 
position  where  they  had  to 
struggle  to  nail  down  third 
place  in  their  division. 

There  were  times  during  the 
past  four  months  when  Toronto, 
plagued  by  serious  injuries  and 
personnel  problems,  looked  like 
anything  but  championship 
contenders.  Early  in  the 
season,  the  Blues  were  playing 
a  very  tough  series  of 
opponents  in  tournament  play, 
resulting  in  more  losses  than  U 
of  T  fans  might  have  expected. 
This  experience  paid  off  in  the 
end,  however,  for  nobody  can 
complain  about  a  9-5  league 
record  and  a  narrow  loss  in  the 
division  championship.  Brian 
Heaney's  outlook  best  described 
his  1985-86  team.  "Vie 
dominate  nobody,  but  we  are 
competitive  with  everybody."

Dethroning  a  four-time 
national  champion  is  never 
easy,  but  head  coach  Byron 
MacDonald  is  confident  the 
Blues  will  do  exactly  that  this 
weekend  at  the  CIAU  national 
swimming  and  diving 
championships. 

"Calgary  has  won  the  CIAU 
title  for  the  past  four  years," 
concedes  MacDonald,  "but  we 
have  been  ranked  number-one 
for  most  of  this  season  and  we 
did  defeat  Calgary  in  our  own 
pool  last  fall,  so  the  Blues  are 
ready  for  a  changing  of  the 
guard." 

Just  how  ready  they  really 
are  was  demonstrated  last 
month  when  the  Varsity 
swimmers  and  divers  romped  to 
Varsity's  26th  consecutive 
league  championship  at  the 
OUAA  finals  held  in  the 
Athletic  Centre  pool.  Blues 
outscored  McMaster  653-448 
and  the  other  12  teams  weren't 
really  in  the  picture  as  UofT 
added  another  entry  to  what 
must  rank  as  the  most 
successful  unviersity  winning 
streak  in  North  America. 

Deke  Botsford,  one  of  many 
Varsity  swimmers  with  proven 
international  credentials,  led 
the  way  by  winning  gold  medals 
in  the  200m  freestyle  and  200m 
individual  medley  and  he  added 
a  third  gold  by  anchoring  Blues 
winning  entry  in  the  4x200m 
freestyle  relay. 

The  outstanding  work  of 
diving  coach  Skip  Phoenix  was 
again  evident  as  Blues  placed 
1-2  in  both  the  lm  and  3  m 
events.  Mike  Sewards  edged 
teammate  Jeff  Hirst  and  the 
two  should  dominate  the  diving 
again  this  weekend. 

In  the  women's  competition, 
Blues  hope  to  gain  a  measure 
of  revenge  for  their  upset  loss 
to  Western  at  the  OWIAA  finals 
(which  snapped  Varsity's  nine- 
yfear  win  streak)  and  both 
Ontario  schools  will  be  chasing 
defending  champion  British 
Columbia. 

One  of  Blues  best  hopes  is 
Reema  Abdo,  who  was  voted 
CIAU  national  Athlete  of  the 
Week  after  setting  three 
backstroke  records  and  winning 
five  gold  medals  at  the  OWIAA 
championships.  Abdo,  a  first- 
year  PHE  student  from 
Trenton,  was  a  member  of 
Canada's  bronze  medalist 
medley  relay  entry  at  the  1984 
Olympips. 

Another  talented  rookie, 
Karen  Helmstaedt  from 
Kingston,  earned  a  spot  on  the 
Commonwealth  Games  •  team 
earlier  this  week  at  the 
national  trials  in  Montreal  and 
should  be  in  top  shape  for  the 
CIAU  competition. 

Veteran  Val  McLaren,  the 
team  captain  and  two-time 
CIAU  sprint  champion,  will 
generate  valuable  points  in  the 
freestyle  events,  and 
MacDonald  expects  Kelly 
Milne,  who  missed  the  OWIAA 
meet  with  an  injury,  will  be 
able  to  compete  in  the  distance 
freestyle  races  this  weekend.

The  Cinderella  season  of  the 
Varsity  Blues  hockey  team  may 
have  come  to  a  crashing  end 
Tuesday  at  the  hands  of  their 
rivals  from  York  University, 
when  the  Yeomen  hung  on  to 
defeat  the  Blues  2-1  at  Varsity 
Arena.  By  dropping  the  OUAA 
semi-final  set  two  games  to 
one,  the  Blues  lost  an 
opportunity  to  avenge  last 
season's  crushing  loss  to  the 
ultimate  CIAU  champion 
Yeomen  and  ended  one  of  the 
most  intensely  contested  series 
in  recent  memory. 

However,  Blues  are  still  in 
contention  for  a  CIAU  wild¬ 
card  berth  and  might  be 
selected  to  travel  to  the 
Maritimes  for  a  March  14-15- 
16  series  against  the  eventual 
AUAA  champion. 

After  the  teams  had  traded 
overtime  victories,  the  final 
game  before  4,186  spectators 
saw  Varsity's  Scott  Bullock 
launch  the  Blues  into  a  1-0  first 
period  lead,  only  to  have  York 
counter  with  two  second-period 
goals  to  take  a  lead  they  would 
never  relinquish.  Despite  nine 
manpower  advantages  during 


the  game  the  Blues  failed  to 
beat  York's  heroic  goaltender 
Mark  Applewhaite,  who  stopped 
35  shots.  Ironically,  York's 
game-winner  was  scored  during 
one  of  their  few  power  play 
opportunities. 

Even  in  defeat,  the  Blues 
exemplified  the  class  and 
sportsmanship  that  is 
synonymous  with  the  University 
of  Toronto.  Prior  to  leaving 
the  ice,  they  raised  their  sticks 
in  salute  to  their  cheering  fans. 

In  retrospect,  the  Blues 
have  every  right  to  be  proud  of 
themselves  and  of  their 
accomplishments.  A  team  of 
few  stars,  the  Blues  applied 
diligence,  dedication  and 
discipline  to  elevate  themselves 
-into  the  highest  echelons  of 
Canadian  university  hockey. 
An  indifferent  start  saw  the 
Blues  struggle  through  October 
and  November  with  a  losing 
record.  After  hitting  rock 
bottom  in  a  12-2  drubbing  at 
R.P.I.  (New  York),  coach 
Titanic  demanded  and 
ultimately  got  a  renewed 
commitment  from  each 

individual. 

Stressing  a  team  concept, 
the  Blues  rebounded  with 
confidence  and  inspiration  to 


streak  through  the  Christmas 
tournament  and  into  the  new 
year  as  a  rejuvenated  outfit. 
A  late  season  stretch  drive, 
culminating  in  a  brilliant  6-0 
shootout  of  York  in  the  historic 
official  reopening  of  Varsity 
Arena,  vaulted  the  Blues  into 
2nd  place  in  the  OUAA  and 
earned  a  4th  place  national 
ranking. 

Several  individuals  deserve 
special  recognition  for  their 
exploits  this  season.  Kevin 
Hamlin,  proved  himself  to  be 
the  cream  of  the  goaltending 
crop,  richly  deserving  his 
OUAA  first  all  star  team 
selection  with  his  sensational, 
acrobatic  play. 

Defenseman  Ken  Duggan 
utilized  his  speed  and 
outstanding  skills  to  garner  a 
second  team  All-Star  berth,  and 
provide  leadership  on  the 
blueline.  He  was  ably  assisted 
by  his  defence  partners,  most 
notably  Mike  Millotte,  a 
talented  rearguard  who 
anchored  the  Blues'  powerplay; 
veteran  Richard  Gameau,  who 
developed  into  a  steady  if  not 
spectacular  defenseman  and  big 
Ben  Shepherd,  a  heavyweight 
bruiser  who  develped  into  a  fine 
positional  player.  Special 


mention  goes  to  Blues 
policeman  Scott  Medhurst,  a 
mid-season  return  who 
exemplified  the  spirit  and 
determination  of  the  Blues  by 
playing  his  physical  game 
essentially  on  one  leg  due  to 
an  arthritic  knee. 

Up  front,  the  Blues  boasted 
two  additional  All-Stars,  and  a 
solid  supporting  cast.  Team 
captain  and  superior  sniper 
Darren  Lowe  consistently 
performed  with  skill,  pride  and 
dedication,  earning  1st  All-Star 
honors.  Centre  Don 

McLaughlin,  Blues  leading 
scorer  and  a  magician  with  the 
puck,  was  selected  to  the  2nd 
team.  Tireless  winger  Jim 
Byrne,  a  player  of  uncommon 
hustle,  will  be  sorely  missed 
when  he  graduates  this  spring. 
So  will  team  sage,  Dave 
"Chuckie"  McCarthy,  who  this 
year  developed  into  a  bonafide 
offensive  threat  to  compliment 
defensive  skills. 

Certainly,  all  24  members 
of  the  Blues  deserve  a  hearty 
congratulation  and  thank-you 
for  a  job  well  done,  and  let's 
hope  the  CIAU's  decision 
results  in  a  longer  season  than 
Blues  and  their  fans  expected 
after  Tuesday's  game.

1.  Private  Funding 

The  results  of  the  T-Holder 
renewed  membership  drive 
through  the  UofT  Department 
of  Private  Funding  (Varsity 
Fund)  have  been  very 
encouraging.  Over  the  1985 
calendar  year,  435  men  and  107 
women  first  T-Holders 

contributed  a  total  of 
$38,358.00.  This  is  an  increase 
of  both  participants  and 
contributions  over  previous 
years. 

2.  Projects 

Both  the  Men  and  Women 
have  been  very  active  in 
supporting  projects  directed  at 
Alumni,  current  department 

general  needs  and  team 

assistance. 

Jointly  the  Men  and  Women 
have  lent  support  to  the  Alumni 
newsletters,  the  Meet  the 
Coaches'  Night  function  in 
early  Spetember,  the  T-Holder 
Awards  for  Athletes  of  the 
Year  and  the  provision  of 
banners  for  an  historical  update 
of  Hockey  Blues  successes  as 
now  displayed  in  the  Arena. 

In  addition,  the  Men's

5.  Planning  and  Resources 
Committee  -  To  review  the 
general  objectives  and 
priorities  of  the  Department,  to 
review  the  annual  operating 
budget  of  the  Department,  to 
examine  any  proposals  for 
capital  expenditures  and  to 
review  all  other  matters  which 


in  vole  major  resource 
implications. 

6.  Awards  Committee  -  To 

periodically  review  the  colour 
award  system,  to  receive 
presentations  and 

recommendations  on  new 
awards  and/or  trophies  and  to 
review  annually  and  select  the 
T.R.  Loudon  Award  for  report 
to  Council;  also  act  as  an 
Appeals  Committee  to  hear  all 
appeals  of  Colour  decisions  and 
to  make  a  final  decision  on 
appeals  and  report  to  Council. 

7.  Erindale/ScSarborough 
Committee  -  To  initiate,  from 
time  to  time,  an  exchange  of

8.  Constitution  Committee

a)  a  minimum  of  2  seats  are  filled  by  full-time  Arts  &  Science  students; 

b)  a  minimum  of  2  seats  are  filled  by  students  registered  in  the  undergraduate  Professional 

Faculties; 

c)  a  minimum  of  1  seat  is  filled  by  a  part-time  undergraduate  student; 

d)  a  minimum  of  1  seat  is  filled  by  a  student  registered  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

e)  1  seat  is  filled  by  a  student  registered  at  Erindale  College  and  1  seat  is  filled  by  a  student 
registered  at  Scarborough  College. 

Student  members  serve  for  1  year  -  May  1,  1986  to  April  30,  1987. 

A  candidate's  area  of  registration  shall  be  that  as  determined  by  the  current  University  of 
Toronto  registration  regulations,  and  in  the  case  of  a  dispute,  the  decision  of  the  Office  of 
the  Vice-President  and  Registrar  shall  be  final.  Professional  faculty  students  who  are  cross- 
registered  at  a  multi-faculty  College  shali  be  deemed  to  represent  their  area  of  academic 
registration.
